Minutes of the March meeting were 
read and approved. A number of bills 
were read and passed for payment on 
• motion by Councillor Wittock. 

By unanimous vote the by-law pro¬ 
viding that all business taxes be paid 
by May 1st of every year and that 
all new- businesses pay business tax 
before opening up was given three 
readings. Motion for the first reading 
was made by Councillor Allan, for the 
second reading by Councillor Jamison 
and for the third rpading. Councillor 
McLaggan. Each reading carried. 

Moved by Wolfe that all properties 
in arrears previous to 1932 be placed 
in a tax sale to be held this year. 
Carried. 

Moved by Jamison that all slot ma¬ 
chine operators be notified that ma¬ 
chines be removed. Carried. 

Moved by Allan that the town of 
Vulean continue as a part of the Oko- 
toks-High River Health Unit. Car¬ 
ried. 

A letter was read by Mayor King 
with regards to the unification of C. 
I’.R. and C.N.R. with the C.P.R in 
control. He stated that the govern¬ 
ment owned railroad was a burden to 
the taxpayers, costing them one and 
a half million dollars a week. It was 
the opinion of the council that the 
two railroads be amalgamated with 
the company-owned road in control. 
A motion was passed to this effect 
and letters will be forwarded to the 
controlling heads on this matter. 

Tax discounts will be the same as 
last year, i.e., 10 per cent, in May; 

7V* per cent in June; 5 per cent in 
July, No discount will be given on 
business taxes. Motion was made on 
this matter by Councillor McLaggan. 

The meeting thou adjourned.

DOMINION MARKETING BOARD 


The outstanding feature of this week in the Dominion 
is the agricultural bill brought before the Federal House 
by Hon. Robert Weir. It provides for the creation of the 
.Dominion Marketing Foard with power to regulate the 
marketing of any natural product. It may he made ap- 
licablv to the products of the sea, the forest and the 
farms with mines not included. 

Production and distribution alike will come under re¬ 
gulated control and if this bill Ibecomes operative a ri¬ 
gid check may replace the old, happy go lucky days of 
farming. The primary purpose is to restore purchasing 
power by increasing prices of farm products. Farmers 
themselves can assist with organisation and co-opera- 
tion. 

The Dominion marketing board may form local boards 
to assist the effectiveness of the main body. And al¬ 
though this legislation was called for throughout the 
country, it is. with some qualms that the average tax 
payer contemplates the setting up of all these new 
boards. Will it mean more civil servants, more high sal¬ 
aries, more taxation or will the already strong army of 
agricultural service men be. turned to the staffing of the 
various boards. 

The federal act includes livestock, dairying, fruit grow¬ 
ing and allied industries. It provides measures of com¬ 
pensation to persons who may suffer loss through or¬ 
ders to hold their product off the market. It provides 
compensation also to exporters who may suffer through 
exchange fluctuations. 

Another noteworthy cause is that organized producers 
may control the marketing of their product. 

THE INFORMER 


Once more the question of legalizing sweepstakes for 
hospital purposes is before the parliament. The bill which 
will allow a person to participate in a sweepstake with¬ 
out fear of some “informer” claiming the proceeds he 

may win, has again passed the Senate by a good majority. 

/ 

Other charitable institutions may hold raffles, and such¬ 
like games of chance with perfect safety, although they 
are required to first obtain permission from the police or 
the mayor of the town for so doing. 

At any rate a Jaw legalizing sweepstakes for such pur¬ 
poses cannot possibly be more obno'xious than the pre¬ 
sent law which allows any sneak to lay information that 
someone has won a prize and be awarded the whole pro¬ 
ceeds of that prize for doing so. —Lethbridge Herald. 

- Few people realize the actual coverage of even the most 
modest weekly newspaper, says th Bowmanville States¬ 
man. Not long ago an advertising expert stated that 
careful research had ascertained that city newspapers 
are read, on an average, for the space of twenty minutes, 
while the average home'town weekly newspaper has a

WHO MAKES HISTORY?^ 


An interesting book has recently been published in the 
United States by Matthew Josephson, entitled “The Rob¬ 
ber Barons” The New York Times commenting on this 
book, says that one reads it with the feeling that political 
histories should be based upon the great capitalists with 
only incidental references to presidents and government¬ 
al life. “To draw the American scene without such fig¬ 
ures as Goulds, Vanderbilts, Rockefellers and Morgans 
is to show little respect for the substance of American 
life.” 

Possibly, Canadian history though less dramatic and 
less developed, would record the Canadian scene more 
truly if more were told of those who waxed rich on the 
country, and the means by which they acquired their 
riches. * , 

“How did these American barons grow rich? is a ques¬ 
tion asked. ’ Rarely, like Thomas Edison, by important 
inventions or discoveries. Nearly dways their fortunes 
were laid or expanded by some daring stroke in bargain¬ 
ing; in outwriting their rivals or in speculation. The 
system and conditons under which they grew up permit¬ 
ted them to become rich in one of three ways, by actions 
which increased national wealth but were dhti-social, and 
finally by actiions that were almost completely anti¬ 
social, which either created nothing or actually retarded 
the country’s growth. 

' The history of Jay Gould’s career tells of his obtaiiv- 
jng secret rebates on frieght rates, secret agreements 
with railroads to the destruction of rival lines. Rocke¬ 
feller stabilized the oil industry and effected economies 
through larger units and better methods. J. J. Hill made 
wealth because he knew railroarding and was a real 
builder. The story of the Robber Barons is dramatic and 
arresting. In the back ground lies the whole social struc¬ 
ture of America rocked and tossed by the mnipulations 
of the capitalists of a generation ago. They have their 
modern counterparts in the Insulls, theTMitchells and the 
the Wiggins. 

Robber Barons are opparently of no one era and no one 
nation.

NEW CONDITIONS j 

Unlooked for conditions spring up in this age almost 
overnight NAn instance of this is the oil development in 
the foothiils, which may in time encroach on the much 
older industry of ranching. Unforeseen complications are 
rising faster than legislation can meet them. On the one 
hand is the immensely valuable oil industry, involving 
great capital and urged on by the desire for greater de¬ 
velopment. On the other hand is the ranch or farm owner 
a totally different type of person, valuing his quiet life, 
the modest returns from his herds or his crops, the en¬ 
during nature of his occupation and his home. It would 
be difficult to find two more conflicting conceptions of 
values. 

Under present conditions, the rancher’s sense of security 
is undermined. His rights are subordinate to the seekers 
after sub-surface wealth, and he faces the prospect of be¬ 
ing submerged in the new tide. By the Order in Council, 
passed in December 1933, oil development may go on, re¬ 
gardless of his desires. 

Anyone familiar with the requirements of a ranch pro¬ 
perty can realize how destructive o the ranch industry 
this ruling might become. A few acres selected here and 
there from a section of land, even though purchased at 
a good price, could ruin the value of the land for the 
grazing of stock. There is the stir and action of the oil 
outfit. There are the crisscrossed roads to the well sites 
the open fences—all destructive to ranching, and yet all 
necessary if the pursuit for oil is to hi encouraged. 

It is impossible to lose sight of the commercial value 
of a rich oilfield. The promoters are venturing their ca¬ 
pital in the effort to bring the wealth that is Underground 
to the surface. The whole area will be carried along on the 
tide of their success. But it is equally impossible to Ig¬ 
nore the destress and apprehension of surface holder*. 


ANOTHER EMPIRE 

And here comes United 1 States with the suggestion that 
its constitution is a creaky, obsolete piece of machinery 
and should be brought up to date. It was created a cen¬ 
tury and a half ago for a small, closely woven people, 
who had no dream of the thickly populated coast to coast 
nation that is. 

The suggestion is to make four countries if the United 
States of America, because its activities are so widey 
divergent. In the north eastern peninsula would be Colonia 
the industrial area which would include Oh.j and Michi¬ 
gan. To the south east would be Arcadia, a totally differ¬ 
ent people, with different climate, ancestry and point of 
view. This would include “the solid south.” Straight down 
the centre would be the mid-west agricultural and prairie 
states, called Agraria. These farmers do not see eye to 
eye with New England or with Kentucky. Along the west 
coast would be Bonanzia, that rich and mountainous area 

This, it is considered would divide the States according 
to interests, and doing away with the cumbersome and 
expensive state machinery. The President would be re¬ 
gent of the empire. The federal army and navy would 
be maintained as today. The post office would remain as 
it is, and the department of justice wculd be a military 
organization. 

The dollar would be the standard of currency and the 
empire would go back to the gold standard. But each of 
the four divisions or nations, could issue its own currency 
against its own peculiar security. Ths local issue would be 
set in value in terms of empire dollars. The result would 
be abolition also of an infinity of bureaus. 

This is a plan being considered in United States. It 
coincides with Canada’s desire to revise the British North 
American Act to meet modern needs, and it also coincides 
with Canada’s inclination to combine several of its pro¬ 
vinces in one. If the great agricultural states of the mid 
west can dispense with state machinery why can the 
sparsely populated prairie provinces of Canada not man¬ 
age with one government? The modern age of rapid tra¬ 
vel and communication have done away with the need 
of multitudinous costly government*.
